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$500,000 In Improvements 
By WPA Underway Here 


— CITY BUDGET HIT 
HARD IN MEETING 
SHARE OF COSTS 


Council Points Out Projects 
Taking All of Funds— 
Improvements Varied 





WPA projects valued at approx- 
imately $500,000 are underway in 


the city. 
When the improvements are 
finished, the city will have one 


of the finest and best equipped 
water departments in the state. 
The new annexation district will 
have a new sewer system, curbs 
and well covered streets. In fact 
all parts of the city will be im- 
proved in one way or another due 
to the variety and scope of the 
WPA program here. 


Upland city councilmen last 
night discussed the current im- 
provement program looked to 


the costs. While the government 
is providing the bulk of the $500,- 
000, the city is obligated to a cer- 
tain extent. Upland’s share is 
taking all available funds from 
the water department and the gen- 
eral fund. 

Requests for additional funds 
are made frequently by local in- 
dividuals and groups. Due to the 
city’s expenditures in the im- 
provement program, however, the 
councilmen will have to trim down 
all requests for funds, it was de- 
cided at the meeting. 

It was pointed out that when 
the city obligates itself in the 
WPA program for the expendi- 
ture of a few thousand dollars, the 
federal government contributes 
amany times that amount. The of- 
‘ficials look upon the current WPA 
program as affording an opportun- 
ity to get many permanent im- 
provements through federal aid at 
a comparatively small local cost. 

Many of the improvements now 
underway would have been made 
eventually—and the local taxpay- 
ers would have to bear all the 
cost, it was pointed out. 

In addition to the work already 
authorized, other WPA projects 
for the city are likely. The coun- 
cilmen expressed the opinion that 
it would be good business to con- 
serve every possible dollar for use 
in getting federal projects here.

Abuit Dec. 20 the motorists | 
in the Upland district will learn | 
from the state motor’ vehicle 
department how much they will 
have to pay as taxes on their 
ears. The tax plus $3 fee for 
license plates must be paid be- 
fore the 19386 registration num- 
ber plates are issued. The new 
plan is being followed in ac- 
cordance with changes made at 


the last session of the legisla- 
ture. 

The tax will be assessed at 
the rate of $1.75 for each $100 | 
valuation placed on the car by 
the department of motor ve- 
hicles. \ 

In applying for the 1936 | 
plates local motorists are to 


present their 1935 registration 
cards, the money covering the 
amount of the tax and the $3 
license plate fee. 

Under the new plan the mo- 
torists will not pay more than 
under the former tax assess- | 
ment system. Purpose of the 
new plan is to insure collection 
of taxes on automobiles.

FINES, LICENSES 
IN CITY INCREASE 


Violators Contribute 
$4,095, Report 


Increases in the total amount of 
city licenses collected, in the; 
amount of fines received and in 
the police department in general | 
were reported at the meeting of: 
the Upland city council last night. 
Judge D. J. Burlingame submit- 
ted reports for November. He | 
also maintains records of current | 
activities as well as for past years. | 

Total amount received by the 
city in lecenses in the 11 montbs 
of 1935 is $6,237. For the same 
period in 1934 the amount receiv- | 
ed was $4,350. Fines received 
during the 11 months of this year 
totaled $4,095, and for the same 
period of 1934 the total was $3,297. 

The November report revealed 
fine collections of $554, and Ue 
cense collections of $179. Of the | 
fine collections, all but $55 were; 
paid by persons pleading guilty to 
violating traffic laws. The $55 
came from persons charged with! 
intoxication, disturbing the peace} 
and similar charges. i 

Concer,,ing the traffic situation, ! 
the report included the following | 
as indicating the number of cita- | 
tions for various causes: For 
boulévard stop, 48; for driving 
without due caution, 13; for excess | 
speed, 25; for reckless driving, 1; 
for having no operator’s license, 
6; for driving over fire hose, 3; 
for failing to stop at school safety | 
walk, 1, and for illegal parking, 6. 

This list does not indicate the 
number of times local officers stop 








driving. Such warnings are made 
when the motorists “border” on 
violations but their driving is not 
such as to warrant issuance of a 
citation. The citations issued by | 
the policemen, direct the alleged | 
| offenders to appear before Judge | 
D. J. Burlingame for a hearing. 
When they appear before him, the | 
motorists are given an opportun- 
ity to plead guilty or not guilty.
